Response to Argument 

Applicant's arguments filled on 01/1 1/2007 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

In response to the Applicant's argument that Martinez (U.S. 20020142792 A1). (hereinafter Martinez) fails to teach the claimed 
features "location parameter", the Examiner maintains that such claimed languages are taught by Martinez. First of all claim 1 does not 
claim true location using GPS, as argued. Claim 1 claims only a "location parameter" which reads on detecting movement from the public 
to private network (see Par. [0022]), 

Furthermore, the Applicant fails specifically to define "location parameter" in the specification, therefore the Examiner maintains that 
the triggering of a user's preference due the movement to a certain networks , at a specific time of the day (see Par. [0022]; whereby the 
public and private network are being associated with "location") reads on the claimed feature "location parameter. 

Regarding the above remarks, the rejections made with Martinez are maintained and the Examiner would required further search for 
reconsideration.
